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CIGARS SEEN FROM INTERNATIONAL SPACE STATION 

There have been two sightings of cigar-shaped objects from the International Space Sta¬ 
tion this year. One was reported on March 12th on Rob Waugh's Yahoo Blog: 

"UFOIogists have spotted yet an¬ 
other alien spacecraft near the 
Space Station - and suggest that the 
cigar-shaped craft may have visited 
us before. Tireless alien-spotter 
Scott C Waring captured the object 
in NASA’s feed from the Space 
Station - and pointed out a similari¬ 
ty to a supposed vehicle seen near 
the Space Shuttle Atlantis in 2006. 

"UFO spotters often cite such ob¬ 
jects as ‘proof of alien craft - but 
then neglect to report the down-to-earth explanations found for objects seen in space. In 
1970, NASA administrator Robert F Allnutt concluded, ‘After fifteen years of manned 
space voyages including space stations and landing on the Moon, spacemen have 
brought back not a shred of evidence - verbal, photographic, or otherwise - for the ex¬ 
istence of extraterrestrial spacecraft, or ‘UFOs’ 

"That, of course, doesn’t wash with Scott C Waring - who has reported bizarre sightings 
throughout the solar system. Waring says, ‘As I was watching, 1 noticed a long cylinder 
object floating along side and below the space station. Its speed was matched with the 
ISS, but the object was semi-transparent.‘Just when I thought it was about to come into 
focus, the screen went blue. Thats what happens when NASA catches a UFO on cam, 
they cut the feed for a few minutes. 

‘It reminds me of the cylinder UFO and orbs seen on world wide CNN back in 2006 
near the space shuttle atlantis long ago, which was also followed by 5-10 grey metal 
orbs."

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Definitely some intriguing footage - what looks 
like a massive UFO in the distance which ap¬ 
pears over the Earth's horizon line, and looks to 
be following at the same speed, the ISS, which 
looks eventually almost to be turning the other 
way and reversing before finally disappearing. 
This footage was originally found on the ISS 
live stream. 

SecureTeam is certainly no stranger to posting these UFOs and evidence of alien ac¬ 
tivity caught on these live streams. In fact we were one of the first channels years ago 
to post one of the most devastating pieces of live footage from the ISS, where we 
caught this amazing disc shaped UFO which came into view—it was seen to be rotat¬ 
ing, before disappearing and again reversing away from the ISS at an extremely high 
rate of speed. 

If it was the sun coming over the horizon it should be increasing, not disappearing. It 
was captured by a man named Jadon Beeson from Britain, who said after the object 
was seen the live feed was cut for an hour. NASA have a well documented habit of 
cutting the feed when these objects appear. Sometimes they are not quick enough - 
sometimes they are on the ball and cut it just as the object appears, and of course they 
pass this off as 'the feed was just lost'".

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NASA told Mail Online, ‘Reflections from station windows, the spacecraft structure 
itself or lights from Earth commonly appear as artefacts in photos and videos from the 
orbiting laboratory.’

Space Men Speaking, by Philip Rodgers 

I found this article through Google-searching for "Philip Rodgers tapes" (thinking of 
the remarkable tape recordings apparently with extraterrestrials made by the blind 
musician Philip Rodgers, a friend of Tony Wedd and Chairman of the STAR Fellow¬ 
ship) in the late 1950s and early 1960s. One of the results seemed to be a biography 
of George Hunt Williamson, present at the first contact of George Adamski at Desert 
Center, which seemed to indicate that Philip and he had worked together: 

"Furthermore he was raising his young son Marc, was later a rancher in Arizona, was 
a lecturer at a California University, a private school teacher, in 1972, even before of 
his contact with the Don Eins “RA channel team GHW had built a communication 
platform with an electric-optic Morse code type[21]. In the same period GHW cooper¬ 
ate with the blind composer Philip Rodgers, who was receiving messages from the 
space through his tape recorder. These messages were understood by means of the 
famous "Solex Mai" language indicated by GHW in one of his first books.[22]" 

However, when looking at reference number 22, I was surprised that it referred to my 
own website about Philip Rodgers, Voices from Space, the particular page on it about 
extraterrestrial language.

So I had to conclude that the author of the biography had mistakenly assumed that as 
George Hunt Williamson and Philip Rodgers had been referenced regarding particular 
words in the Solexmal Glossary, that they had worked together. They actually never 
met. 

However, when searching for the two names together 1 found a very interesting I^DI' 
file of a complete issue of Flying Scnicer Review dated September-October 1958, with 
an early article by Philip Rodgers on his recordings and his ideas about the people who 
had transmitted them. (There was also an article by George Hunt Williamson in the 
issue, but no connection with Philip). . 

The article mentions another about Philip in the previous issue, and that he had been on 
television in the intervening time. This must have been when he was on the Tonight 
programme interviewed by Alan Whicker. However, unfortunatly nothing has survived 
to be on the web about this. Some years ago I wrote to Alan Whicker about it, and he 
replied that as he had done so many broadcasts he could not remember. 

However, the previous issue (July-August 1958) is there on the link list the above arti¬

20Review/ Both these articles are reprinted here. 

These early issues of Flying Scnicer Review, edited by Brinsley Le Poer Trench (later 
Lord Clancarty) have a much more sympathetic approach to extraterrestrial contact 
than the later issues, and they are greatly recommended.
